THE REPUBLICANS’ 
VOLUNTEER ARMY 


GOP BACKERS HIT THE STREETS IN KEY STATES

FAIRFAX, Va. Thousands of Republican volun- 
teers braved scorching temperatures to knock 
on doors and canvass voters Saturday as the party 
staged its first “Super Saturday” blitz hoping to en- 
ergize supporters and rival Democrats’ volunteer 
mobilization. 

Republican party officials said volunteers were 
out in a dozen battleground states expected to 
see close contests in the Nov. 6 election between 
President Obama and former Massachusetts Gov. 
Mitt Romney. 

Obama captured all 12 when he won the White 
House in 2008, aided by armies of enthusiastic 
supporters who helped generate the highest voter 
turnout in 40 years. 

Romney will need to swing a number of them 
back to the Republican column to defeat Obama 
this year. Drumming up voter enthusiasm could 
be key, especially given polls showing Democrats 
are more enthusiastic about the 2012 contest than 
Republicans. 

“There’s nothing to substitute for face-to-face, 


eye-to-eye contact,” former Virginia Governor 
George Allen told volunteers in Fairfax, in the Vir- 
ginia suburbs of Washington. 

Allen, also a former US. senator, is in a tight 
race against another former Virginia governor— 
and close Obama ally—Tim Kaine, to win back his 
old Senate seat. 

A CNN poll this week said 59 percent of 
registered voters nationwide who describe 
themselves as Democrats are extremely 
or very enthusiastic about voting, up from 
46 percent in March. 

Fifty-one percent of registered voters who say 
they are Republicans are extremely or very enthu- 
siastic about voting, unchanged since the earlier 
poll. 

A Pew poll released this week found 
60 percent of Republicans find the presiden- 
tial campaign dull, compared with 46 percent of 
Democrats. But Romney raised more funds than 
Obama in May and is likely to be ahead of him in 
June when Romney pulled in more than $100 mil- 
lion.

150 people killed in 
massive Russian flood 


GELENDZHIK, Russia Russian President Vladimir 

Putin ordered investigators to find out whether local 
officials could have done more to prevent floods killing 
150 people in southern Russia after flying to the region to 
handle the first big disaster of his new presidency. 

Putin, who was criticized for his slow reaction to disasters 
earlier in his career, has promised money for new homes 
for victims of the worst flooding in decades in Krasnodar, 
a prosperous region with thriving agriculture and tourism. 

He declared Monday a day of mourning for the dead, 
most of whom drowned. Many were elderly people caught 
unawares as they slept when water swept through their 
homes after two months’ average rainfall fell in a night. The 
rains dumped as much as 11 inches of water on parts of the 
Krasnodar region overnight, the BBC reports. 

“I have asked the leadership of the [federal] Investigative 
Committee to come down,” Putin said late Saturday during 
a meeting with officials in Krymsk, the worst-hit town. 

“The Investigative Committee will check the actions of 
all the authorities — how notice was given, how it could have 
been given, how it should have been given and who acted in 
what way.” 

Police said survivors climbed into trees and onto roofs to 
stay above the waters, which flooded entire ground floors of 
some buildings and created driving torrents in some streets. 

Almost 30,000 homes were also without electricity and 
gas in a region that is Russia’s traditional “bread basket,” 
emergency officials said.

Sometimes all it takes to solve a puzzle is a different way of looking at it. 

Former “Will & Grace” actor Eric McCormack is hoping audiences 
will do just that when he returns to TV not as a witty gay lawyer but as 
an eccentric professor with paranoid schizophrenia. On “Perception,” 
premiering at 9 p.m. Monday on TNT, McCormack plays scruffy neu- 
roscientist Dr. Daniel Pierce, who who helps the FBI solve difficult 
cases with the help of his own multiple voices. He is, after all, a para- 
noid schizophrenic. 

McCormack describes Pierce and the new show as “ ‘A Beautiful 
Mind’ meets ‘Columbo’ ”—a combination of the Oscar-winning movie 
about a mathematician and the TV detective series. 

Arrogant, outspoken and largely closed-off from other people, 
Pierce is a character who despite having a real job as a university pro- 
fessor can’t help solving mysteries, whether it is a crossword puzzle or 
an unsolved crime.

Four of Hollywood’s biggest 2012 movies are 
on hold until 2013. 

Delayed and missing their dates at the box 
office are the sequel “G.I. Joe: Retaliation,” 
the zombie apocalypse tale “World War Z,” 
the fairy tale adaptation “Jack the Giant Kill- 
er” and the samurai epic “47 Ronin.” 

Each film had its own unique set of prob- 
lems. But together they illustrate the unin- 
tended side-effect of their studios’ desire to 
claim the most profitable release dates, often 
before there is even a completed script—the 
moviemaking equivalent of sending out birth 
announcements before you’ve managed to get 
pregnant. 

“Tt is commonplace now for the best release 
dates to be taken very far in advance, which 
means we are choosing a date well before the 
movie has begun shooting,” said Paramount 
Pictures’ film group president, Adam Good- 
man. “When I first got into the business, it 
was the other way around.” 

Hollywood’s holdups this year are having 
repercussions far into the future. With three 
movies on its 2012 release schedule pushed 
into 2013, Paramount recently delayed the 


release of its “Teenage Mutant Ninja Turtles” 
remake from December 2013 to May 2014. 

And there easily could be more delays 
ahead. Studios already have claimed a number 
of high-profile dates in 2014 for movies that 
are still in development, including sequels to 
“X-Men: First Class,” “The Amazing Spider- 
Man” and “Transformers.” 

“Smurfs 2,” meanwhile, is set for Aug. 2, 
2013, and “Smurfs 3” already has claimed its 
opening date for July 24, 2015.
